ROMAN TOMBS AND 
TREASURES. 


CITY OF CERIGNOLA. 
WOMAN'S SKELETON. - 


Rome, July 2, - 

Roman tombs, -the precise 
epoch of which has not yet, been 
ascertained, have been brought to 
light near Cerignola containin’ 
numerous gold ornaments so rich 
and finely worked aa to lead to 
the supposition that the persons 
with whom they were buried 
must have been figures of high 
contemporary importance, 

The finds were made during 
the operations for the new drain- 
age at Cerignola, and in one of the 
tombs where’ remains . of a 
woman’s skeleton were found, the 
workmen brought to light a gold 
coronet in which there still re- 
mained some precious.stones, gold 
cloth sewn on to asbestos,. pre- 
sumably wrapped around the 
body, gold amulets and earrings, a 
small gold wand about six inches 
long and a figurine of the same 
metal, probably — representing 
some "Roman goddess. 

Gold Cloth. 

In another tomb, where - the 
roof had fallen in ‘at some period, 
the skeleton and precious, objects 
found, were crushed and rendered 
almost unrecognisable, but, here 
too, fragments of gold jewellery 
and ornaments were brought to 
light, 

In some of the other tombs, 
traces of gold ‘cloth mixed with 
asbestos were found adhering to 
the bones, pointing to the prob- 
ability that the bodies were 
buried in rich garments traced 
out with precious metal. 

Five . tombs ‘have so far’ been 
discovered, and’ other discoveries 
are expected as thé excavations 
oe United Press.

“CASUALS.” 

Included among the licensed Police 
Watchmen are several who .come 
under the heading of “Casuals.” 
These are held. by the police in 
readiness to fill gaps in case. of 
illness, or departure from the 
Colony, and are also supplied to 
do duty at Chinese weddings, and 
other functions ‘at which ‘the ser- 
vices .of ‘a watchman might be 
needed for a few days only. There 
are generally ‘an average of 25 
watchmen on the castial Hst, but 
the demand ‘for thelr services is 
auch that they do not suffer in 
comparison with what might be 
called “regulars,” and can -earn 
enough money to pay thelr way 
through comfortably with a little

Young intellectual Nationalists of 
China are enthustastic to- day in 


denouncing foreigners. But thelr 
ability ‘to express themselves In 
English. is: not in  propor- 
tion to their political fervour: 
‘When our team met Lingnan 
University, it was the — firat 
time a, public debate had been held 
by college studenta in China. . The 
American instructor who coached 
the Lingnan men, finally encouraged 
them to lose  self-consciousnesa 
enough to speak before an audience 
without apparent trembling at the 
Knevs.: We ourselves were rather 
unsteady on the platform at Can- 
-ton—but our trepidation was duc 
to the unsettled condition. of. chno- 
tie China, . 

Typifying the “celestial” mind. 
these debaters were more solid, leas 
roaponsive in their mental processes 
than the emotional, Impulsive Ja- 
panese. The Chinese ‘are philoso- 
phieal, immobile. And the lack of 
superficial ‘dexterity was revealed 
more cleirly as they spoke in a for- 
eign tongue. Constructive apecches 
were memorized. So were most of 
their rebuttals, They, cannot for- 
malate their ideas In nydish words 
quickly and smoothly enough for 
effective extrempore speaking. Na-

Lingnan University, . formerly 

_ Canton Christian College, is located 
on Honan Island in the Pearl, River. 
The night we stepped on. the wharf 
we. heard a peeulinr popping noise 
which we fearfully concluded must 
be the machine guns of battle. But 
students were simply welcoming us 
in the peculiar Chinese custom with 
firecrackers. The din lasted for 
twenty minutes, With red, green, 
and blue fire flashing in the suther- 
ing: dusk, {t was a novel sight. 

This institution, now under the 
administration of the Cantonese 

"Government, has also felt the im- 
pact of awakening Chiria. Its, doors 
were recently closed for months by 
a hostile communistic. regime. Sev- 
eral of its students have been killed 
and wounded in military outbursts.

‘Yhe robbers then drove Lo Sze, 
and the other woman into the mid- 
dle cubicle where there was another 
female, the only other inmate of:the 
house at the time, All three were 
then bound and gagged by the rob- 
bers, who then: demanded the keys 
of .Lo Szo's' boxes, which she sur- 
rendered, Then, whilst one robber 
stood yuard over the helpless 
women, the other three proceeded to 
tansuck the flat, 

Back from Shopping. 

After they had satisfied them- 
selves that they had not overlooked 
anything of value, the robbers pro- 
ceeded to bundle up their booty 
preparatory to leaving the place. 
As they were about to go, Lo Sze’s 
daughter-in-law and her mnaid-ser= 
vant, who had been out shopping, 
returned to the house. These two 
were overpowered by the robbers 
immediately they entered the flat, 
und ‘were bound and gagged also, 
after which the robbers stripped the 
daughter-in-law of all the jewellery 
she was wearing, ° 

Finally, the robbers left after 
having spent: about an hour in the 
flat. It was not until some time 
after their departure that any of 
‘the five victims were able to release 
themselves and give the alarm, but 
by that time tho, desperadoes had 
already disappeared. Lo Sze has 
furnished descriptions of the four 
men to the police’ and 4s confident 
that she will be able to recognise 
them, 

The booty carried away by the 
robbers ineluded $36 in local ctir- 
rency (notes and silver),- twelve 
Chinese 20-cents pieces, one Japan- 
ese silver coin, and’ jewellery, cloth- 
ing and other articles worth $248.55.

POUNDS PER ACRE. 


NURSERY SELECTION, 

A discovery which, if aubstantiat- 
ed, will be of revolutionary ‘import- 
rubber in- 
‘dustry is announced by the “Mar- 
drag Mail,” which states that a 
research scientist employed by the 
United Planters’ Association of 
South India has devised’ means 
Whereby good and bad yielders can 
be detected in the nursery, thug 
enabling the yield per acre to be 
very greatly increased.

Naturally the problem of dis- 
tinguishing “them ° cartier, which 
surpasses in importance and In- 
terest all ‘other rubber problems 
has attracted many investigators, ¢ 
During the ‘last twelve years 
sclentists in. every rubber country 
have een endeavouring to lay 
bare the secrets of rubber yield. 
So inaccessible to study ‘however, 
iy the ‘Jatex producing mechanism 
of the rubber tree, that little 
progress has been made. ° The 
difficulties with which such studies 
are beset muy be gathered from the 
fact that-some of the earlier svork- 
ers in this field have practically

An Ipoh correspondent, writes: —

INDIAN “ SUTTEE.” 


-6,000 WATCH WIDOW 
BURN. 2 
‘ABETTORS SENTENCED, 
Allahabad—A remarkable nso 
of “suttee” came before the justices 
of the Patna High Court, who re- 
jected the appcals of the ten men 
sentenced by the Sessiona Judge of 
Patna to terms of imprisonment 
varying’ from one to ten years for 
abetting suicide and unlawful as- 
sembly. Originally there were six- 
teen accused men, bit: the Sess'ons 
Judge acquitted six of them. J 
The prosecution story was-that a 
young Brahmin woman. from thé 
Barh sub-division of the Patna dia- 
trict accompanied the body of har 
husband to a burning “ghat” on the 
banks of the Ganges, with the in- 
tention of ‘performing “suttee.” 
On the way to.the “ghnt” a number 
.of policemen tried to persuade the 
woman to renounce the idea, and 
‘the police inspector told the funeral 
yarty that the woman would be de- 
tained at the police-station, 


, Taken to Pyre, 
This suggestion was definitely 
treated, and one’ of the accused } 
drove sway on an “ekka” (a one 
horse vehicle) with the woman. 
‘When the inspector ordered the 
“ekka” to be stopped the woman's 
relatives said that they would take 
her to the village. Two constablés 
who were detailed to accompany 
the vehicle found the story of tho 
taking of the woman to the village 
to be a hoax, and in spite of re- 


art 


‘| monstrances she was taken to the 


pyre. . ee 
The. constables called for rein- 
forcements, and a party of police 
with the inspector proceeded'to the 
“ghat.”" They again tried to dis- 
suade the woman from the “auttee,” 
but failed in the attempt. The ac- 
cused men threatened the police, 
and as the crowd by this time num- 
bered 5,000, the police inspector, 
found the situation out of control, 
and considered it inadvisable to 
‘arrest the woman.’ | ef 

She | bathed ‘in’ the Ganges, 
using the articles of  toflet 
prescribed for the ‘“auttee,” 
and then seated herself on 
her husband’s funeral pyre, taking 
his body in her arms. Her clothes 
burst into flames, while the crowd, 
believing that a miracle had. taken 
Place, raised a shout of "Suttes 
Kijai” (Glory to auttee), and threw 
firewood on the woman. \ 

Jump Inte River, 

When the woman was badly burnt 
and evidently in extreme agony she 
plunged into the. Ganges, on ‘the 
brink of which the pyre was built, 
dragging the body with her. Two 
constables who tried to rescue her 
were thwarted by the, crowd, but 
eventually the widow came out of 
the ‘water, and was'taken to hospital, 
where she afterwards died. 

The Sessions Judge’ said that } 
there was a mass of evidence to 
show .that the accused acclaimed 
the woman's intention as Divine, 
that they instructed her in the cere- 
monies required of “suttee,” and 
overawed the police by violence and 
by enlisting the sympathies of the

RETIRED: PLANTER’S ADVICE 
‘TO SHAREHOLDERS. 
_ “PICK UP BARGAINS.” — 

“Don't lose heart, but pick up bar- 
gains during the next twelve 
months," was the advice to rubber 
shareholders given by Mr. GC. W. 
Mackie, a well-known retired Coy- 
lon planter, in'an address to the 
Aberdeen, Rotary Club, ‘In ‘the 
course of his address he sald:— 

The average .price for the non- 
restriction’ years 1920-1922 was Is. 
2. per 1b., whereas for-the restric- 
tion years 1923-1927 it was 1s. 9d. 
her Ib. During the boom year 1925 
it Was 2s, 10d. and the highest price 
wis 4s, 8d. ‘That was about the 
time when the’ Americans started’ 
complaining of robbery by the Bri- 
tish planters. To counteract the 
high prices consequent on the res- 
trietion scheme, the Americans per- 
fected the manufacture of  re- 
claimed rubber, thereby managing 
to dispense with a considerable ton- 
nage of, crude rubber.’ The world 
areca under rubber.cultivation had 
not been’ restricted, and had yreatly 
fuerensed. 1t was, therefore, not 
allogether suprising that-the deci- 
sion had been taken to abolish the 
restriction on production. 

The prospect of the lifting of the 
restrictive measures had the im- 
mediate effect of bringing down 
rubber prices with a crash from 1s. 
Gd. to Tid. per Ib, with, however, 
a recovery since then of 2d. per Ib. 
It.could not yet be said with any 
avcuracy that the lower prices 
would stimulate an increase {n con- 
sumption, or what would be the 
average economic cost of produc 
tion, 


: Enforced Restriction? * 

Mr. Mackie concluded with pic- 
turing the rubber trade in 1932, 
when, he said, the prospective re- 
quirement of erude rubber would 
amount to 780,000 tons, In the 
opinion of a well-known rubber ex- 
pert the average economic cost in 
that year would be about Is.

She had charm and beauty as 
well as & Wonderful intelligence 
for portraying such parts as 
Beatrice and Olivia. Occasionally 
she ventured parts such as Lady 
Macbeth, but while she was al- 
ways great portraying. any 
Shakespearean character she 
was essentially a come- 
idienne, not a tragedienne.
